ALBANY, Dec. 31.—For the first time in 
ears the Republican legislative caucus to- 
night, in the Senate and Assembly Cham- 
bers, were open to the public. The lack of 
interest in them was remarkable. Politi- 
clans who have been coming to Albany tor 
years said they had witnessed any- 
thing like the apathy in the proceedings in 
their experience. There was not a single 
Person in either the Senate or Assembly 
Galleries, and there were not two dozen 
spectators on the floor of either chamber. 

Senator Thomas Donnelly, one of the 
Tammany Hail Senators, looking upon the 
scene in the Assembly, remarked with an 
aggrieved air: “ Weil, such is the result of 
machine politics. There is a free show, and 
yet so cut and dried is the programme that 
not a Corporal’s guard can be induced to 
come out to witness it. In all my experience 
I have never before seen a caucus night 
when the corridors of the Capitol were not 
packed with people.” 

The lack of interest was due to the fact 
that there were either the 
Senate or the Assembly In the 
Senate caucus none of the old officers were 
turned down, and in the Assembly caucus 
the only change was the substitution of 
Jacob Kemple for Henry W. Pollock as 
doorkeeper. The reason for Pollock's de- 
feat was his espousal of the case of Jacob 
Hess in the Twenty-fifth Assembly District 
of New York. Assemblyman Weeks of that 
district insisted upon Kemple’s nomination 
and it was conceded to him. The Senate 
Democrats did not hold any caucus. The 
Assembly Democrats caucused in the As- 
sembly parlor, behind closed doors. They 
put up Georgé M. Palmer of Schoharie for 
Speaker, which makes him the minority 
leader In the Agsembly. 

When Senator Plunkitt was asked why 
ft was that the Assembly Democrats were 
eaucusing behind closed doors, while the 
Republican caucus was open, he said: ** Our 
fellows are afraid that some one might 
escape. We can’t take any chances. We 
have few enough as it is.”’ 

The Democratic Senators say that Sena 
tor Taomas F. Grady will be the minority 
leader in the Senate. This was decided 
wpon at an informal caucus held at 
Democratic Club a rew nights ago. There 
twas considerable opposition to Senator 
Cradv' 
his absence at a critical period during the 
last session, but this has all been allayed. 
Senator Grady arrived to-day, and is look- 
ing better than he has been in a year. 

Assemblyman Allds, the Republican lead- 
er on the floor, announced to-night that the 
Appropriation bill was all ready to go in 
next Monday night if.it should be deemed 
advisable to put it in that early. This is 
the first time in many years that the Ap- 
propriation bill has been ready at the be- 
ginning of the session, and the inference 
which is drawn is that the Governor and 
the leaders of the Senate and Assembly 
have decided to make the session as short 
as possible, 

Assemblyman Apgar of Westchester 
called the Republican Assembly caucus to 
order. Assemblyman Jean L. Burnett of 
Ontario County was unanimously selected 
as Chairman, and Assemblyman Ham- 
mond of Onondaga and Assemblyman Phil- 
lipps of Allegheny Secretaries. 

Assemblyman Rogers then placed in nom- 
ination S. Fred Nixon for Speaker, and 
his speech incidentally referred to 
Odell as the “‘ maichless Executive of the 
State."" Assemblyman Morgan of Kinga 
seconded the nomination of Speaker Nixon 
The nomination was made by acclamation.

M. Featherson and E. A. Slattery 
Fight About Chipp Case. 


Assistant Deputy Collector McLaughlin 
Said to Have Been Dismissed, Then 
Reinstated—Bookkeeper’s Sal- 
ary Reduced. 


Controller Coler’s term 
Was marked by great excitement in and 
around his office. Maurice Featkerson, 
the Tammany leader of the Twenty-eighth 
Assembly District, got into an altercation 
with Deputy Coilector Edward A. Slattery, 
and the two men came to blows. There 
are varying accounts as to just what hap- 
pened after the fight started, and the ac- 
counts also differ as to what was the cause 
of the row. The one thing agreed to by 
all the officials of the Department of 
Finance is that the defalcations of Deputy 
Collector Chipp, who is now in the Tombs 
charged with grahd larceny, were at the 
bottom of all the trouble. 

At the hearing of the charges made by 
Mr. Coler against Col. Edward A. Gilon, 
who was at the head of the Department gor 
the Collection of Assessments and Arrears, 
many of the clerks in the bureau gave testi- 
mony for and against the Colonel. Early 
yesterday morning the rumor. spread 
through the Department of Finance that 
Controller Coler was going to take revenge 
on the clerks and others who had testified 
in favor of Col. Gilon. The first story cir- 
culated was that Assistant Deputy 
lector of Arrears Eugene F. McLaughlin 
had been dismissed from the office and that 
the salary of Isaac Barrett, general book- 
keeper, had been reduced from $4,300 
$3,000, 

The question as to whether 
Deputy Collector Eugene F. 
was dismissed by Controller Coler could not 
be determined last evening. Several em- 
ployes of the Department of Finance told a 
NEW YORK TIMES reporter that they were 
positive Mr. McLaughlin had been dls- 
missed, and for no other reason than that 
he had given testimony in favor of Col. 
These same officials 
were also positive that Controller Coler had 
reinstated Assistant Deputy Collector Mc- 
Laughlin yesterday after political pressure 
had been brought to bear through several 
prominent politicians. 

The story of an official in the Depart- 
ment of Finance was to the effect that 
Maurice Featherson, the Tammany leader, 
who is very friendly with Lawrence Del- 
mour and was once slated for the deputy 
leadership of Tammany Hall in the ab- 
sence of Richard Croker, was a caller at 
the Department of Finance late 
day afternoon, and that he called to use 
his influence to have Mr. McLaughlin, who 
is politically close to Leader Featherson, 
reinstated. 

The statements of the officials agree up to 
a certain point Mr. Featherson went 
the office of Deputy Controller Michael T. 
Daly. He was in conversation with Mr. 
Daly when Deputy Collector Edward A. 
Slattery entered the room, Mr. Slattery is 
a relative of Vincent J. Slattery of the firm 
of Horgan & Slattery, the Tammany archi- 
tects.

Featherson fought each other and damage 
was done to both combatants. Another 
version is that the swing of Leader Feath- 
erson was of the wild variety, and ianded 
short of Mr. Slatterv’s head. All agree, 
however, that there was a mix-up and that 
Deputy Controller Daly, who is strong of 
arm and fist, parted the disputants and 
settled the difficulty. 

Controller Coler, who remained at his 
office until after 7 o’clock, made an ex- 
planation of some of the events of the day. 
He said: 

“It is not true that the salary of Book- 
keeper Barreti was reduced because he 
gave testimony in favor of Col. Gilon. Mr. 
Barrett is an old man of sixty-seven years. 
He has been drawing $4,300 a year, and he 
agreed to accept a reduction of salary to 
$3,000 a year. The decision on this matter 
was reached several weeks ago.” 

“Was Assistant Deputy Collector Mc- 
Laughlin dismissed?’’ was asked. 

‘IT deny the report, attributed to John P. 
Shaw, who is counsel! for Col, Gilon, to the 
effect that I have abolished the office of 
Assistant Deputy Collector of Assessments 
and Arrears. The present incumbent of 
that office is Eugene F. McLaughlin. I 
have not abolished the office, and at no 
time thought of such action or intended 
to take it during the brief period I will re- 
main in office.” 

‘“*Do you know whether Maurice Feather- 
son and Mr. Slattery had a bout at fisti- 
euffs in the Department of Finance?” 
was asked. 

“TI never heard of the fight. The matter 
Was not brought to my attention in any 
way. All I care to say is that the changes 
made yesterday were not the outcome of 
any happenings in the hearing of the 
charges against Col, Gilon.”’

OVERALLS FOR ENGLAND. 


Consul Halstead Writes that They Are 
Unknown There.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Marshal Hal- 
stead, United States Consul at Birming- j 
ham, England, writes to the State Depart- 

ment: 

“Not long ago an American stranded here | 
claimed that he could get work if he had a 
suit of workman’s overalls; and in a mo- 
ment of generosity I went out with the 
man, and, naturally enough, looked for the 
kind of overalls used by workmen in the 
United States—those with a continuation of 
the front of the trousers in the shape of an 
apron to the neck, and with cross straps 
and buttoning on 
the rear of the trousers. These overalls 
have in the United States a big pocket 
across the chest for tools, ani the costume 
completed with the kind of coat used 
here, 

“This type of overalls seemed to be un- 
known here; but I have since had as a 
caller at the Consulate a tailor for the 
werking classes, who does what he calls ‘a 
rough-and-ready trade.” He has a son in 
the United States, and it seems visited this 
son last Summer. He told me that when 
he was there he had noticed the overalls 
worn by American workmen, and had 
since made overalls of the same kind for 
some of his customers. He said there 
would be a large sale here for overalls of 
this type, made by machinery, provided 
they were made more carefully and of 
heavier and better material than that used

BIG AMOUNT DUE FROM 
VENEZUELA TO GERMANY. 


Interest on Debt Amounts to 9,000,000f. 
—Several Million Francs Due for 
Losses to German Subjects.

LONDON, Jan. 1.—The Vossische Zeit- 
ung, quoted by the Berlin correspondent 
of The Times, says Germany’s claims 
against Venezuela comprise in the first 
compensation for losses by Ger- 
in the recent Venezuelan civil 
wars, amounting to several million 
francs. Secondly, there are sums due for 
goods supplied to the Venezuelan Gov- 
ernment by German merchants. Lastly, 
there are the arrears of interest on the 
50,000,000f. loan of 1896, two-thirds 
which advanced by Germans and 
the remainder by British and French 
capitalists. The interest is almost three 
years in arrear, the amount, with the 
sinking fund, now due being 9,000,000f. 

Hopes are expressed that Great Britain 
will seize the opportunity to press the 
claims of British creditors of Venezuela, 
especially as it is believed that Vene- 
zuela is able to meet all liabilities.

A RESPITE FOR VENEZUELA. 


BERLIN, Dec, 31.—Until Dr. O. Schmidt- 
Leda, the German Minister to Venezuela, 
arrives at Caracas, which will be about 
Jan. 5, nothing will be done by the German 
Chargé d’Affaires there, Herr von Pilgrim- 
Baltazzi, to press President Castro further. 

Dr. Schmidt-Leda bears instructions from 
the German Government. The carrying out 
of the successive steps outlined in these 


instructions will end in coercive measures, 
which will probably be applied in four or 
five weeks’ time, if in the meantime other 
efforts shall have failed. It is possible, 
however, that events may shorten this 
period. 

Inasmuch as Germany is possessed of the 
good-will of the United States in this mat- 
ter, Germany desires to give President 
Castro ample time to recognize this fact, 
and also that Germany is really in earnest 
in the matter. Germany is not going to 
act at the moment when a foreign difficul- 
ty might strengthen President Castro's 
hold upon his country by uniting Venezue- 
lan national feeling against Germany. 

It is understood at the Foreign Office that 
the United States is not only tolerant of 
Germany's purposes toward Venezuela, but 

leased that ony. and not the United 
Btates, is to undertake to discipline Vene- 
zuela into paying her debts and keeping 
faith with foreigners doing business in 
Venezuela.

Many Odd Reasons for Separation Ad- 
vanced by Applicants Who Seek 
Relief Under the Old Code.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3i.—This was 
Washington’s last day as a Mecca for per 
sons desirous of getting divorced. To-mor- 
row the new goes into effect, under 
which the regular statutory grounds will 
be the only cause for divorce recognized in 
the District of Columbia. Consequently the 
divorce courts have been overrun with 
business lately, and to-day the docket was 
crowded with divorce petitions. Almost all 
of them were for divorce on the ground of 

cruelty or desertion. 

One man sues his wife for divorce on the 
ground of cruelty, charging that she was 
in the habit of throwing teapots at him. 
Another man declares that his wife pawned 
her wedding ring for $2.50 and went to 
Alexandria, forgetting to come back. A 
woman says that her husband hit her with 
a monkey wrench and made her jump out 
of the window. Another woman says that 
her husband threatened to kill her, and an- 
other that her husband has a disagreeable 
temper and has struck her, while yet an- 
other refers to the fact that in 1894 her 
husband hit her with a cowhide. Habitual 
drunkenness and non-support are frequent 
charges. The number of divorce cases to- 
day broke all records in the District.

NEW BEAUMONT OIL 
COMPANIES LAUNCHED.

AUSTIN, Texas, Dec. 31.—The Secretary 
of State to-day granted permits to do busi- 
ness in Texas to three large foreign oil 
companies, each of which proposes to trans- 


act business in the Beaumont oil fields. 

The largest of these companies is the 
William Penn Oil Company, organized un- 
der the laws of Arizona with a capital stock 
of $2,500,000, It proposes to build large 
storage tanks and to construct and operate 
oil pipe lines in the Beaumont field. The 
incorporators are all Beaumont men, and 
the company is said to be really a combina- 
tion of a number of smaller oil-producing 
concerns. 

The other oil companies granted permits 
to-day to do business in Texas are the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oil Company of New 
York City, with a capital stock of $1,000,- 
000, and the Eastern Texas Oil, Gas, and 
Mineral Company of Wilmington, Del., with 
a capital stock of $100,000. 


T0 FIGHT THE GAME LAW.

NEWBURG, Dec. 31.—Scores of tons of 
rabbits are in the cold storage warehouses 
in New York City awaiting the time when 
the law says they may be exposed for sale. 
The dealers in the city have sent agents 
to various points of the State to dispose of 
the rabbits. Some of them have visited this 
town. When a sufficient quantity has veen 
ordered they will be shipped, and then a 
test case is imminent, as the State game 
law says the rabbits shall only be expos:d 
for sale at stated periods, and this is the 
closed season. In the various counties the 
closed season on game differs. 

It is apparent to sporting men that the 
law should be uniform through the State, 
and legislation to that_end will eventually 
be brought about. In Putnam County, for 
instance, there are only a few restrictions 
as to hunting, while every other county in 
the State has strict statutes, and the game 
protectors are ever alert to see that they 
are lived up to. 

The fact that the cold storage men are 
going to fight the game law is rather looked 
upon by huntsmen with favor. They are

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TO BE MONOPOLIZED 


New Jersey Company to Obtain 
Sole Privilege of Them. 


Postmaster General Payne and Other 
Politicians Said to be Interested— 
Concession Said to be Worth 
$1,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—A remarkable 
scheme is under way, and seems to be on 
the verge of success, by which the mining 
privileges of the Uintah reservation, in 
Utah, are to be turned over to a New Jere 
sey company. This concern is to have # 
monopoly of privileges which have hitherto 
been denied to all white men, but the res- 
ervation is not to be opened for settlement. 
It will remain in the hands of the Indians, 
while this concern is to get what there is 
there in the mineral way, to the exclusion 
of the people of Utah, who have been 
anxious for a chance at the mines for years, 
but have been excluded because the miner- 
als are in an Indian reservation. 

Henry C. Payne, the new Postmaster 
General, is said to be the President of this 
company. Congressman James 8, Sherman 
of New York, the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Indian Affairs, and one of 
the most prominent Republicans in Con- 
gress, is charged with being interested in it. 
fhe Indian Office is said to be backing it 
up. Indian Agent Myton of the Uintah Res- 
ervation has interested himself actively in 
the matter. But who the backers of the 
concern are is kept a secret. The utmost ef- 
forts of the Utah delegation in Congress! 
have failed so far to reveal them, and ap- 
parently nobody in the Interior Department 
is able to make them known. ecretary 
Hitchcock now has them under considera- 
tion, and the agents of the concern expect 
he will decide in their favor. 

There are about 800 Indians on the Uni- 
tah Reservation, which embraces two or 
three million acres. It is said to contain 
some of the richest mineral deposits in the 
world, especially in copper and gilsonite. 
The people of Utah have long desired to 
have the reservation thrown open, and so 
get a chance at the mines, but have never 
had the slightest chance to have their wish 
realized. The news that a company in an- 
other State, composed of men unknown to 
Utah, was not only after the mining privi- 
leges, but was after a monopoly of them, 
and had political influence behind it, leaked 
out in an accidental way just as the deal 
was about to go through. 

The Florence Mining Company, incorpo- 
rated in New Jersey, wants the privilege 
of going into the Unitah Reservation and 
picking out four quarter sections. The quar- 
ter seculons need not be located near each 
other, but may be anywhere in the reserva- 
tion, so that the company can find out 
where the richest mines are, and prospect 
them. There is nothing to prevent a sub- 
lease, that the company can get these 
rich mines, as-ertain their value, and then 
use them as it chooses. For all this it is 
not to pay anything down, but is to pay the 
Indians 5 per cent. royalties on the ore 
taken out. The usual royalty in that part 
of the country, according to Senator Raw- 
lins of Utah, is from 25 to 50 per cent., so 
that the New Jersey concern is to get the 
mines for a song. 

The men who appear in this affair fer 
the company are a New York man, said to 
be a” ‘lawyer, wamed Henderson, and a 
Washington man named George F. Timms. 
Neither appears as an officer of the com- 
pany, and the Utah people think they are 
merely agents. Henderson and Timms went 
to Utah a couple of months ago. ‘ They 
were met at Denver,’ said Senator Rawlins 
to-day, ‘“‘by Indian Agent Myton, who 
traveled 500 miles to meet them and assure 
them that the Indians were willing to give 
the lease. They went on to Utah. The 
Indians had been assured that Washington, 
which they understood to mean the Federal 
Government, wanted them to make the 
lease. Henderson and Timms went back 
with Myron to Utah, saw the Indians, and 
fixed the matter up at a single sitting.” 

The Indians, however, held out for the 
formality of sending a delegation to Wash- 
ington, and this was what led to the reve- 
lation to the people of Utah of the opera- 
tion of this mysterious company. The !r- 
dians went on to the railroad station at 
Price, and at Price they were seen and 
interviewed, and the story leaked out. 

This was in the latter part of Nova.nver, 
and Senator Rawlins and other members 
of the Utah delegation believe tha: this 
was done so as to get the whole thing 
through the Interior Department beforc the 
Senators and Representatives arrived in 
Washington for the opening of Congress. 

The news rapidly spread over Utal and 
telegrams were at once sent to Wasning- 
ton by the Governor, Senators, and Con- 
gressmen, asking for delay until the op- 
position could make itself heard. There 
was a hearing before Secretary Hichcock 
on Dec. 11, at which the Utah delegation 
appeared in opposition, and to their great 
surprise Representative Sherman appeared 
in support of the scheme. 

‘‘T charged Mr. Sherman,”’ said Senator 
Rawlins. with being personally interested 
in the Florence Mining Company, and he 
did not deny it.’ ; 

There was a second hearing, at which 
Representative Sutherland took charge of 
the interests of Utah, on behalf of the dele- 
gation. At one of these hearings it devel- 
opend that Indian Agent Myton had_ re- 
ceived a letter from the company, in which 
the name of Henry C. Payne, the new Post- 
master General, appeared as President of 

e company 
ms Myton's defense,”’ said Senator Rawlins, 
‘is that everything he did was done by or- 
der of his superiors in the Indian Office.” 

Mr. Rawlins, Senator Kearns, and Con- 
gressman Sutherland endeavored to ascer- 
tain the names of the incorporators and 
stockholders of the company; but at the In- 
terior Department complete ignorance of 
the subject was manifested, they say. In- 
dian Commissioner Jones claimed that he 
did not know who the men were. Senator 
Rawlins is now causing inquiries regarding 
the matter to be made at Trenton. _ 

“The Indians were examined,” said Mr. 
Rawlins, “but their examination plainly 
showed that they did not understand any- 
thing about the matter.” é 

Mr. Sutherland asked for an extension of 
time, so that affidavits on the side of the 
Utah men could be brought on with other 
proof that the lease should not be granted. 
The matter had become known in Utah so 
shortly before the hearing that the object- 
ors had not had sufficient time to prepare 
their case. Mr. Hitchcock granted them 
ten days. The Utah men claim that that is 
little better than no time at all. The reser- 
vation is 120 miles from a railroad, and the 
roads are nearly impassable at this season” 
of the year. Consequently ¢hey do not ex- 
pect to get their affidavits and other proof 
until after the time given by Mr. Hitch- 
cock has expired. Senator Rawlins went 
to the President and laid the matter before 
him, but the President referred it to Secre- 
ary Hitchcock.

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NORTHERN PACIFIC 
INJUNCTION DISSOLVED 


Federal Judge Overrules State 
Court’s Restraining Order. 


Retirement of Preferred Stock, Through 
Purchase by J. P. Morgan & Co., 
Resumed Immediately Upon 
News of Court’s Action. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dee. 31.—Judge William 
Lochren of the United States Circuit Court 
to-day dissolved the temporary injunction 
issued in the case of Peter Power against 
the Northern Pacific Railway Company 
by Judge Elliott of the District Court of 
Hennepin County on Monday. 

The injunction, which was dissolved by 
the order of Judge Lochren, restrained the 
Northern Pacific from issuing any cvi- 
dences of indebtedness to retire the pre- 
ferred stock of the company or to retire 
the preferred stock in any other manner 
than by the use of the surplus net earn- 
ings of the road. It also restrained ihe 
Northern Pacifie and its officers from en- 
tering into any agreement or doing any 
act by which the road would be consoli- 
dated or merged, through the medium cf 
the Northern Securities Company, with the 
Great Northern or the Burlington, or either 
of them. 

After the decision was made orally by 
Judge Lochren at the close of a day’s 
arguinent by the attorneys for both sides, 
an effort was made by the piaintiff's at- 
torneys to have the court fix the amount 
of bond which would be required in order 
to appeal from the decision and to stay 
all further proceedings in the lower court 
pending the appeal. 

Judge Lochren. refused to allow a super- 
sedeas bond in any amount to be given. 
Judge W. A. Lancaster, representing Mr. 
Power, the plaintiff, asked the court: 

‘Does your Honor mean to say that 
the damage which would result to the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company if an 
appeal from your order dissolving the tem- 
porary injunction were taken and a super- 
sedeas bond staying proceedings were filed, 
would be so great that a bond could not be 
given large enough to reimburse the de- 
tendant?”’ 

“as the question of granting a super- 
sedeas is discretionary with the court,” 
the Judge replied, ** I decline to permit the 
staying of the proceedings or the force of 
the order by a supersedeas bond on ap- 
peal.” 

Judge Lochren held that the Northern Pa- 
cific was acting within the authority of 
its charter, of the contract entered into 
between it and its stockholders as incor- 
porated in the certificates of preferred 
stock, and of the agreement entered into 


Noy. 13 in attempting to retire the $75,000,- ; 


000 of preferred stock, in the manner al- 
leged by Mr. Power. He also held that rail- 
road corporations could not do. indirectly 
what the law prevented them from doing 
directly, and that any method by which 
consolidation of two or more competing 
and parallel lines would be brought about 
would be illegal and a writ of injunction 
would lie to restrain the consummation of 
the plan. But there was nothing in the 
case as presented to him that would indi- 
cate the stockholders of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway Company were attempting 
such a consolidation 

The case was transferred late 
night by the Northern Pacific from_ the 
State Court to the Federal Court, and an 
order to show cause, returnable this morn- 
ing, why the temporary injunction granted 
by Judge Elliott should not be dissolved, 
was secured from Judge Lochren and 
served late last night upon Mr. Power's at- 
torneys. The answer for the defendant 
was filed in the District Court and an or- 
der removing the case to the Federal 
Court was secured from Judge Brooks of 
the Hennepin District Court. 

The Northern Pacific's answer was a 
lengthy document, and ostensibly was pre- 
pared on a few hours’ notice. All of the 
legal staff of the railway was on hand 
at the valling of the case in Judge Loch- 
ren’s court this morning. They were CC. W. 
Bunn, Frank Kellogg, and Judge Young 
of St. Paul. Mr. Bunn admitted in his 
argument that he and his cotleagues were 
well prepared to argue the case, and had 
not been caught by surprise. 

Representing Mr. Power were George A. 
Lamb, of Lamb & Guernsey, New York; 
Mr. Moore, of Buckley, Gray & Moore, 
Chicago, and Judges Lancaster and Belden, 
and M. H. Boutelle of re 

Mr. Power's attorneys to-night authorized 
the statement that the fight had just com- 
menced, and that they would appeai to 
the United States Supreme Court.

It was stated, how- 
ever, that very little of the stock was out- 
standing, and that the offer was practically 
a formal one. Regarding the suit instituted 
in the Minnesota State courts, it was said 
that the plaintiff in that case was not now 
and never had been a _ stockholder of 
record. 

In this connection it is remembered that 
when objection was made to the proposed 
lease of the Northern Pacific by the Great 
Northern, some years ago, the Federal 
Judge sustained the lease, while the Min- 
nesota State courts decided against it, 
which action has been practically repeated 
in the present instance. 

J. P. Morgan & Co. yesterday sent out 
checks aggregating $15,000,000 for the re- 
tirement of all the preferred stock offer#d 
to them before the present iniunction was 
issued. This, it is said, will release a 
large amount of money. 


GREAT NORTHERN’S OFFICERS. 


Executive Staff of the Railroad Reor- 
ganized at a Meeting of the Di- 
rectors in St. Paul.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 31.—The alleged 
challenge of Patrick T. Farnsworth of New 
York to fight a duel with Desha Breckin- 
ridge has arrived. Henry T. Duncan, Jr.,

COLLEGE AND CONVENT BURNED 


The Sacred Heart Institution at Cohoes 
Destroyed—Loss, $60,000. 


ALBANY, Dec. 31.—The Sacred Heart Col- 
lege, attached to St. Joseph’s Church, Co- 
hoes, was totally destroyed and St. Ann's 
Convent, which adjoins it, was badly dam- 
aged by a fire that broke out at 9:30 last 
night. The origin of the fire is believed to 
have been an overheated boiler in the base- 
ment of the college. The woodwork ignited 
and the flames crept quickly up “through a 
wide four-story shaft and found an outlet 
in the great tower. From the first the fire 
was a spectacular one. 

Right of the brothers, whose duties are 
with St. Joseph’s Church school, were asleep 


in the college when the fire started. The 
sound of the flames could be heard very 
distinctly in the sleeping apartments of the 
college and, with little clothing, the broth- 
ers beat a hasty retreat from the flames. 
‘The entire Cohoes Fire Department was 
called out, but from the first it was evident 
that their efforts would have to be con- 
fined to saving surrounding property. 

An hour after the fire was discovered the 
convent caught, and, it being plain that the 
entire neighborhood was in danger, Chief 
Jameson appealed to Troy for aid. An en- 
gine and hose wagon were sent to the 
scene, but proved useless, as the couplings 
were too large for the small fire hydrants. 
The crew, however, aided the tired Cohoes 
fire fighters, and at 5 o’clock this morning 
the blaze was under control. 

Mer. Dugas of St. Joseph’s Church esti- 
mates the total damage at $60,000, partly 
covered by insurance. The college was the 
largest in the Albany Diocese and 700 stu- 
dents are thrown out as a result of the fire. 


IMPORTANT EVIDENCE 
AT HALLENBECK INQUEST. 


Testimony to Show that One of the Ac- 
cused Might Have Been at Scene 
of Murder at 7 o’Clock. 


HUDSON, N. Y., Dec. 31.—Two important 
witnesses were examined by the Coroner 
to-day in the inquest over the death of 
Peter Hallenbeck, the farmer who was 
murdered at Greenport on Christmas Eve. 

Ferdinand Shaw, a clerk in a Stockport 
store, testified that on Christmas Eve be- 
tween the hours of 5 and 7 o'clock he sold 
two cigars to Harvey Bruce, one of the 
four young men now under arrest on sus- 
picion of having committed the crime. 
Shaw said that Bruce entered the store hur- 
riedly, and, after making his purchase, 
drove away. While he was not personally 
acquainted with Harvey Bruce, Shaw said 
that he had identified him in the county 
jail early to-day, at which time Bruce ac- 
knowledged to him that he had made the 
purchase mentioned.

mother of three of the young men who are 
also under arrest, stated that between 5 
and 7 o'clock Bruce and her three sons 
were at her house at dinner, some seven 
miles distant. 

A. J. Bower, a merchant of Kinderhook, 
Was next examined, and testified that on 
Christmas Eve he loaned a revolver to 
Burton Van Wormer, and this weapon he 
identified as one of those produced at the 
irffuest. 

The remainder of to-day’s session was 
taken up with the reading of the testimony 
already given, and the formal signing of 
the testimony by the witnesses. No more 
evidence will be taken by the Coroner. The 
next proceeding will be before a Magistrate, 
when the prisoners will be given an oppor- 
tunity to ofier a defense if they so desire.

NEW HOME FOR CITY CLUB. 
Site Purchased on West Forty-fourth 
Street—Will Probably Erect 12- 
Story Building. 


The City Club has decided to avail itself 
of an option which it has held for some 
time on the property 55 and 57 West Forty- 
fourth Street, and contracts were signed 
yesterday for the purchase of those lots 
from the Century Realty Company, as the 
site for the club’s new house. The purchase 
will not be made by the club as such, but 
by the City Club Realty Company, recently 
incorporated by several of its members for 
the purpose of taking title to the land and 
financing the building operation. The price 
paid for the new site is in the neighbornood 
of $100,000, 

There is still some question as to the 
height of the new clubhouse—whether to 
build six stories or twelve—but it is proba- 
ble that the latter plan will prevail. In 
any event, much has been determined as to 
the general interior arrangement of the 
structure. The first floor will bé utilized 
as an office and reception room, together 
with a large café and billiard room. On 
the second floor will be the dining room 
and reading room, so arranged that they 
may be thrown into one. Above this there 
will be a mezzanine floor, which will be in 
the form of a gallery to the second story, 
and on which there will be two meetin 
rooms at the rear and in the front a smal 
working library.

Former President of Wells-Fargo Com- 
pany Divided Fortune Between 
Widow and Children. 


OAKLAND, Cal., Dec. 31.—The will of 
John J. Valentine, late President of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., who died on Dec. 21, leaving 
an estate valued at upward of $400,000, has

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HANNA-FORAKER CONTEST 


Each Side Confident of Con- 
trolling Ohio Legislature. 


George B. Cox, the Cincinnati Leader, 
Says There Is No Factional Fight 
Between the Senators. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 31.—While the 


friends of both Senator Foraker and Sen- 
ator Hanna are each now claiming that 
they have the votes to organize the Legis- 
lature, the truth is that neither side has 
sufficient, though neither is short more 
ihan four votes of having a majority of 
the caucus. Representative Willus of 
Hardin County, who claimed by both 
sides, but who asserts that he has not 
placed himself in either column, says there 
are nine members of the House who have 
not taken a position and that upon their 
attitude, yet to be announced, depends the 
result of the organization in the House. 
Every possible influence is being brought 
to bear by both factions upon these doubt- 
ful members, who admittedly hold the key 
to the situation. 

Senator Foraker, in a talk over the tele- 
phone with one of his Neutenants here, ex- 
pressed’ the greatest satisfaction with the 
present situation, and appears to have the 
utmost confidence in the final outcome. 
Senator Hanna, on the other hand, is’ equal- 
ly confident of the ability of his friends to 
organize the House. It is announced here 
that George B. Cox of Cincinnati will come 
to Columbus on Friday and take the field 
for Price for Speaker. The potent influ- 
ences behind Price's candidacy are Senator 
Foraker, George B. Cox, Charles L. Kurtz, 
and the State Brewers’ Association, besides 
several Congressmen, 

The Cincinnati delegation will meet at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, and will declare for 
Price for Speaker of the House and Spell- 
man for Clerk of the House. These are 
Foraker slate candidates, The delegation to 
the Senate, consisting of three members, 
will also declare for Archer for President 
pro tem and for Scobey for Clerk. It re- 
moves all doubt regarding the ability of 
the Foraker people to organize the House. 

State Mine Inspector Biddison, who is in 
charge of Price’s campaign, issued a state- 
ment to-day, denying that they had lost a 
single member, claiming that Price will 
have six more votes than are necessary to 
elect him to the Speakership. 

It was stated later that Representatives 
Fraser and, Jones not only Ce aeen them- 
selves to Price, but that they also tele- 
graphed Representative Denman of Lucas 
County to meet them in conference in Po- 
ledo to-night. It is claimed that the four 
Lucas County delegates now stand two for 
Price, one for McKinnon, and one doubtful 
and that if Denman joins Jones and Fraser, 


then Demuth will be asked to abide by 
the previous action under the unit rule. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 31.—In antici- 
pation of the Republican caucus at Colum- 
bus next Saturday, previous to the organi- 
zation of the Legislature on Monday, many 
members and others have recently been 
visiting Senator Foraker and George B. 
Cox, the Hamilton County leader at Cin- 
cinnati. The visitors attracted unusual 
attention, because of a delegate from Co- 
lumbus trying to head off visiting members 
from Toledo. After 2 o'clock this morning 
the Hanna managers in Columbus learned 
that Representatives Frazer and Jones left 
Toledo last evening for Cincinanti. 

Samuel Cohen, Chairman of the Republi- 
can Committee at Toledo, and Representa- 
tive Demuth, also of Toledo, and a pro- 
nounced Hanna man, were in Columbus 
last night. They started for Cincinnati 
early this morning. Frazer and Jones were 
surpeteed when they all met at the St. 
Nicholas and registered in succession. John 
R. Malloy and other Republican leaders 
were also here. Frazer and Jones spent the 
forenoon in Senator Foraker’s office, and 
pledged themselves for Price for Speaker 
before returning this afternoon to Toledo. 
Demuth announced that he would stick to 
McKinnon for Speaker. The fourth mem- 
ber from Lucas County, Denman, is still 
considered doubtful. 

During the afternoon Representative Carr 
of Zanesville, another doubtful member, 
was with Senator Foraker for several 
hours, and it was said that he would soon 
announce himself on the Speakership. 

At a meeting of the amilton County 
delegation to-night the three Senators vot- 
ed unanimously to support Archer for 
President pro tem. and F. M. Scobey for 
Clerk, and the ten Representatives voted 
unanimously to support Price for Speaker 
and H. V. Speelman for Clerk. 

After the meeting a statement was given 
out that the pending contest was not one 
between Foraker and Hanna themselves for 
supremacy in Ohio; that the party would 
not recognize the contest as factional, and 
that ‘‘ we will give respectful attention to 
the advice of the local Republican organi- 
zation, in which George B. Cox is univer- 
sally recognized as the dominating in- 
fluence.”’ 

Mr. Cox said to-night the present trouble 
was due to “tale-bearing gossips, not to 
any leaders, and that the result would have 
no bearing in the future against any one.” 
He closed an interview giving a history of 
the case thus: 

“T can’t for the Nfe of me understand 
why people are classed as anti-Hanna or 
anti-Foraker in this contest. As far as I 
am personally concerned in determining 
my preference of delegates I was influenced 
by what I thought would be to the best 
interests of the party, regardless of the in- 
dividuals. I was a consistent supporter of

First Large Commission for the Finan- 
cial Organization in Which Well- 
Known New Yorkers Are 
Interested. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—At the meeting 
of the Cabinet to-day it was decided to 
make the International Banking Corpora- 
tion, organized in New York to do business 
in Shanghai, the agent of the United States 
Government for the receipt of the payments 
to this Government on account of the Chi- 
nese indemnity. Consul Goodnow was ap- 
pointed temporarily to receive the pay- 
ments to the United States ag they are col- 
lected until a fiscal agent of this Govern- 
menc could be selected. 

The International Banking Corporagion, 
of.which Marcellus Hartley is President 
and John J. McCook is attorney, now has 
an agent in Shanghai in the person of Mr. 
Fearon, and to him the amortization pay- 
ments will be made. The fund out of which 
the interest on the indemnity debt is paid 
accumulates from the collection of cus- 
toms; and is distributed pro rata among 
the agents of the several Governments in- 
terested. 

The German-Venezuelan dispute was dis- 
cussed casually at the Cabinet meeting. 
There is an understanding between Ger- 
many and this Government as to the mat- 
ter, and no complications are expected 
which will involve the United States. 

The International Banking Corporation 
was organized under the laws of Connecti- 
cut, receiving its charter by a special act of 
the Legislature of that State last June.

OF “SIEGFRIED” IN PARIS. 


Every Indication that the Opera Will Be 
a Success—Jean de Reszke’s Per- 
sonal Triumph. 


PARIS, Dec. 31.—After four postpone- 
ments, due to the fact that Jean de Reszke 
was suffering from a slight attack of in- 
fluenza, the full-dress rehearsal of ‘ Sieg- 
fried,’’ which was looked forward to-as the 
great event of the operatic season, was 
given here to-night and received by a 
crowded house with every indication of a 
success. «A number of seats were sold for 
the performance, in fact to-rlight’s produc- 
tion of ‘ Siegfried ’’ was tantamount to a 
first night. 

M. de Reszke has quite recovered from 
his recent indisposition, and he was cai:led 
five times before the curtain. 

Bessie Abbott, the American singer, who 
scored such a success in her début here on 
Dec. 9 as Juliet, rendered the “ Bird Song ”’ 
admirably. 

The authorities of the Grand Opera 
sought to surpass the results obtained at 
Baireuth in the scenic effects in ‘ Sieg- 
fried,’’ and especially in the presentation 
of the Dragon, which has hitherto been an 
object of ridicule.- In this respect they 
achieved considerable success, and suc- 
ceeded in putting upon the stage a monster 
whose appearance was lifelike and whose 
movements were most effective. 

The dragon was dark brown in color, and 
its head, which was 9 feet high, was large 
enough to contain’ an electrician, a stage 
hand, and the singer, who used a mega- 
phone from inside the head. Steam, accom- 
panied by loud hissing, issued from the 
mouth and nostrils of the monster as by 
means of counterweights weighing eleven 
tons it raised its head in & realistic way. 

Another triumph of mechanical skill was 
the bird, which, without visible wires, flew 
naturally around the stage. A mechanical 
contrivance, used in the second act to imi- 
tate the rustling of leaves, also created 
an excellent impression. 


GERONIMO REFUSES FREEDOM. 


Noted Apache Chief Prefers to Serve 
the Government as a Scout. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WICHITA, Kan., Dec. 31.—Special dis- 
patches from Fort Sill, Oklahoma, to-day 
are to the effect that Geronimo, the noted 
Apache warrior, refuses to accept his free- 
dom, which has just been offered him by 
the War Department. As prisoner he is 
allowed perfect freedom, draws $15 month- 
ly as Government scout, and if turned 
loose he will lose all of this. 

The War Department finds it cheaper to 
liberate the Apaches rather than hold them 
prisoners, even though no guards are now 
over them. White settlers around Lawton 
have already petitioned President Roose- 
velt to refuse giving his freedom. 


Geronimo was a chief of the Chirica- 
huas, belonging to the Apache tribe of 
North American Indians, and was for many 
years the terror of the Western plains, 
gaining the name of being the worst Indian 
that ever lived. In 1886 Geronimo took the 
war path at the head of a hostile band of 
Indians. Gen. Sheridan ordered Gen. Croek 
to pursue, capture, and destroy the chief 
and his followers. 

Geronimo capitulated cn condition that 
his band should be sent East for two years 
with their familes, .nd that they should 
ultimately be restored to the reservatiu:. 
The Indians escaped, «nd Gen. Miles was 
sent after them. 

After a harassing chase they were once 
more captured, cnd Geronimo and his fovr- 
teen adult companivns were sent to Luort 
Pickens, Fla., where they have since re- 
mained.

Charter Legalizes Unlawful Resorts, 


Says Mr. Bamberger. 


Justice Gaynor, in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday, heard the applicetion 
of the ex-wardman,’’ Edward G. Glen- 
non, Who was convicted in New York 
County of neglect of duty in failing to sup- 
press a disorderly house, for a certiticate 
of reasonable doubt, pending his appew! to 
the Court of Appeals. At the close of the 
argument Justice Gaynor reserved his de- 
cision. ‘ 

Ex-District Attorney James W. Ridgway 
and Ira Leo Bamberger appeared for Glen- 
non, and Assistant District Attorney s- 
borne for the people. The application was 
made on the ground that errors were com- 
mitted in the admission of evidence. during 
the trial. Section 815 of the charter 
Greater New York, which defines the duty 
of a police officer and requires a policeman 
to “‘inspect ’’ houses of ill-repute anu sup 
press disturbances therein, was referrcu to 
during the argument. 

Justice Gaynor characterized this section 
of the charter as ‘‘most dangerous.” If 
the section gave police officers the right to 
enter private houses without a warrant, he 
said, it was directly against the Constitu- 
tion and the maxim that a man’s house 
was his castle. 

Mr. Osborne declared that District At- 
torney Philbin had never construed the 
section to mean that police officers could 
force their way into any house, even though 
it was notoriously one of ill-repute, without 
a warrant. The offense of Glennon was 
willful neglect in not getting into the sus- 
pected house peaceably and securing evi- 
dence. Other officers could and had done

Mr. Bamberger contended that Recorder 
Goff had erred in admitting the testimony 
of Whitney, the agent, who testified against 
Glennon. The counsel then caused some 
surprise by declaring that Section 315 of the 
charter legalized houses of ill-repute, and 
that the Legislature, when it passed the 
law, intended to legalize such houses and 


lice Department. 

‘This conclusion,” said Mr. Bamberger, 
‘*is irresistible, for it calls upon the police 
to inspect and to repress disorder in these 
plates.”’ 

Mr. Ridgway, in his argument, said that 
if testimony which he declared was inad- 
inissible had been kept from the ears of 
the jury it would have been decided that 
Glennon had done his whole duty. Mr. 
Ridgway: severely criticised the methods 
of some reform organizations, characteriz- 
ing them as “ purifying societies meriting 
the greatest contempt which words in the 
English language can furnish.’ 

Mr. Osborne, in closing the argument, 
read exhaustively from the minutes of the 
trial, and declared that Glennon had re- 
ceived a fair and impartial hearing. In re- 
serving his decision Justice Gaynor said 
that he would give the case very careful 
attention. 


UNUSUALLY STRONG. 


Secretary Gage Aliso Points Out that the 
Amount of Money Per Capita in Cir- 
culation Is Larger than Ever. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—‘‘ The Treasury 
is in a condition of unexampled strength,” 
said Secretary Gage to-day, when asked to 


review briefly the Treasury situation at 


the close of the year. 

‘““Only a month ago, in my annual report 
to Congress, I reviewed these conditions. 
The figures for the last month have made 
but little change. For the calendar year 
we show receipts in excess of the ordinary 
expenditures amounting roundly to $100,- 
000,000, Such an excess might have result- 
ed in serious embarrassment had not the 
department been able by means of this sur- 
to reduce the public debt in large 
amounts. Since April 1 last the Treasury 
has redeemed and canceled United States 
bonds to the par value of $58,714,700, which 


have been applied to the sinking fund, and 
the disbursement resulting thereform was 
$72,226,845... The available cash on hand 
is therefore only about $30,000,000 larger 
than the amount held a year ago. 

*““Comparing the situation as it is to-day 
with April 1, 1807, the result is most grati- 
fying. On the latter day the Treasury 
held money of all kinds to the amount of 
$250,873,000, including $100,000,000 as a gold 
reserve, leaving, therefore, $150,000,000 as a 
cash balance. To-day in money of all 
kinds the Treasury, holds $206,659,000, and 
if we deduct the $150,000,000 now held as a 
gold reserve, the balance stands at $146,- 
000,000, or $4,000,000 less than it was April 
1, 1897. It will be seen, therefore, that 
substantial equilibrium has been main- 
tained. 

‘There has been a very material increase 
in the volume of money in circujation since 
March 1, 1897, as well as in the amount 
per capita. The volume of money, on that 
date, outside the Treasury, was $1,675,604,- 
953, and the amount per capita was $23.14. 
On the Ist of December last the amount of 
money outside the Treasury was $2,250,- 
256,230, and the amount per capita was 
$28.73. The increase in amount, therefore, 
was $574,561.277, and the increase per cap- 
ita was $5.59. 

“The amount of gold coin and gold cer- 
tificates in circulation increased from 
$553,860,515 on March 1, 1897, to $914,300,- 
089 on Dec. 1, 1001. Every other kind of 
money in circulation is greater in amount 
now than it was on March 1, 1897, with the 
single exception of the Treasury notes of 
the act of July 14, 1890, The*amount of 
these in circulation Dec.. 1, 1901, was only 
$40,012,622, as against $35,546,621 on March 
1, 1897. This reduction in volume grows 
out of the natural operation of the act of 
July 14, 1890, and the act of March 14, 1900 

“The increase in the amount of Nation- 
al bank notes in circulation during the pe- 
riod in question was §$132,132,731. This in- 
crease is mainly attributable to the act of 
March 14, 1900."

SECRETARY LONG TO REMAIN.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—The latest

BREACH OF CONDITION TO BUILD A CITY 
Hauu.—The Trustees of Union College of 
Schenectady, N. Y., in 1873, conveyed to 


Long Island City, which had just been in- 
corporated three years before, certain land 
to be used by the city for the site of a City 
Hall, or a similar building fo: municipal 
purposes. The deed contained a condition 
that in case the land should ever cease to 
be used for a City Hall, it should revert 
hack, as if the conveyance had not been 
made. No building was ever erected by 
Long Island City 6n the land, and in Oc- 
tober, 1898, after that city was merged in 
Greater New York, a suit was brought by 
the Trustees of the college to recover the 
land, because of the breach of the condi- 
tion. Justice Gaynor of the Supreme Court 
gave judgment in favor of the ge

OBLIGATION OF INSPECTION A QUESTION 
FOR THE JuRY.—James Murphy, a trolley 
lineman in the employ of the Coney Island 


and Brooklyn Railroad Company; while en- 
gaged in fastening span wires into a 
“ brookline,””’ or turn buckle, which was 
attached to a pole, was injured through an 
electric shock due to the defective condi- 
tion of the brookline. The railroad’s span 
wires were stretched across the street 
from poie to pole, in support of the feed 
wire, which ran through the centre of the 
street, parallel with the tracks. The span 
wires, when in contact with the feed wire 
were charged with the electric current, and 
the ookline was an insulator to stop the 
flow”of current from the span wires into 
the iron pole. In Murphy's suit against 
the railroad company, the trial court dis- 
missed his complaint, because, as the de- 
fendant had bought the brooklines from a 
reputable manufacturer, who assumed the 
duty of inspection, the railroad was not 
negligent in failing to make another test 
of the brooklines. The Second Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, in ordering 
a reversal of the judgment, says, by Jus- 
tice Jenks: ‘‘ We think that the learned 
court erred. The obligation of the de- 
fendant was to furnish to its employes 
good and suitable appliances, and to use 
reasonable care to Keep them so. The 
master’s duty in choosing materials for 
his servants is to use care similar to that 
which a man of ordinary prudence in sim- 
ilar business, acting for his own safety, 
would use in choosing such materials for 
himself, were he Joing the work. The rule 
is the same whether the master buys the | 
appliance ready made, causes it to be made, 
or purchases the materials and makes it. 
We think that the learned court erred in 
holding, as a matter of law, that the de- 
fendant had shown a discharge of its obli- 
gation to its servant. Of course, we do 
not hold that the obligation upon the mas- 
ter requires him always to inspect appli- 
ances, so that — of omission to inspect 
is proof of negligence. But there are two 
features in the testimony in this case 
which, in our opinion, made the question 
one for the jury: First—There is no proof 
whatever that the manufacturer ever made 
_— tests of the brooklines. The testimony 
only goes to show that the manufacturer 
made a verbal promise that he would test 
them. Second—There is testimony that 
practicable tests could be made by the de- 
fendant of the brookline in its finished 
form, which would have revealed the de- 
fect in question, and that the defect was 
not inherent in the material of construc- 
tion, but was due to a leakage from the 
appliance. In the case at bar it was neces- 
sary for the plaintiff to connect the brook- 
line with the span wires, and he had a right 
to rely upon the fact that his master had 
used due care in furnishing an apparatus 
the very purpose of which was insulation.”

Removal by Mr. Low. 


Transfers Nine Captains and Sergeants 
—Devery to Renew His Claim to 
Title of Chief of Police. 


Col. Michael C. Murphy put it out of the 
power of Mayor Low to remove him to-day 
by sending shortly after noon yesterday the 
following communication to Mayor Van 
Wyck: 

Hon, Robert A. Van Wyck. Mayor of New York, 
City Hall, New York City. 

Dear Sir 1 hereby tender my resignation as 
Police Commissioner and Chief of Police of the 
City of New York, to take effect on the appoint- 
ment of my successor. Respectfully yours, 

MICHAEL C. MURPHY. 


The Mayor's Secretary, A. M. Downes, 
said that Col. Murphy's action covered no 
scheme, and that nothing was done with 
the resignation because it required no ac- 
tion by the Mayor. 

Commissioner Murphy, to use his own 
words, “put in” his last full day at the 
Central Office yesterday, and had two sin- 
gle-headed board sessions, from 9 A. M. to 
12:30 P. M., and from 2 to 4.P. M. He will 
be at his office this morning, and will prob- 
ably transact official business with Col. 
Kipp before he is succeeded by Col. Part- 
ridge. Last evening nearly all of the retir- 
ing Commissioner's effects had been re- 
moved from the rooms he occupied. 

Deputy Commissioner Devery was last at 
Headquarters on Saturday, but he was yes- 
terday in frequent telephonic touch with 
his staff of aids. Mr. Devery's office was 
nearly cleared of what belonged to him 
early last evening. 

The first business that had Col. Murphy's 
attention yesterday was writs of alterna- 
tive mandamus granted by Supreme Court 
Justice Marean in the case of nineteen pa- 
trolmen, six doormen, one surgeon, and one 
electrician, who were found by the opera- 
tions of the city charter on duty in Long 
Island City Jan. 1, 1898. The Police Board 


refused to recognize them, and their status 


has been the subject of litigation. The 


writs were granted Dec. 2, with twenty 
days to show cause, but they were not 
served until yesterday. Col. Murphy said 
would not recognize the men as mem- 
bers of the force and assign them to duty, 
and the papers in the case were referred 
to the Corporation Counsel. In explanation 
of his refusal to recognize the relators Col. 
Murphy said that it would be manifestly 
unfair to expect him to act on the eve of 
his leaving the department

NO BUILDING LAW CHANGE. 


Tammany Members Give Up the Amend- 
ment Doing Away with the Use of 
Fire-Proof Materials. 


The Tammany members of the Board of 
Aldermen in favor of passing an amend- 
ment to the Building Code in relation to 
the construction of skyscrapers, held a 
consultation xesterday. The question dis- 
cussed was whether the amendment could 
be put through the Municipal Assembly. 
Alderman Wolf said later: 

“The amendment to the code, by which 
it was proposed to do away with the use 
of fireproof materials in the construction 
is dead. I introduced the 


resolution in good faith.”’ 
Alderman Wirth, who has opposed the 


amendment, said: 
“TI have been ready to make a fight 


against this amendment for the good of the 


people. The high buildings of New York 
should be constructed with every safeguard 
for life and property. I am glad that the 
attempt to tamper with the code has 
fatled.”’ 

The evidence of alleged violations of the 
building laws under Commissioner Wallace 
will be considered by District Attorney Je- 
rome. District Attorney Philbin will turn 
over affidavits in reference to alleged vio- 
lations of the law in the construction of 
the skyscraper at Broadway and Maiden 
Lane. the facts of which were brought out 
before Justice Scott of the Supreme Court.

The 
Platt amendment; which the Cuban Con- 
vention accepted, puts certain wholesome 
restraints upon the island Government 
and provides among other things for the 
establishment of United States naval sta- 
tions In Cuba, sites for which, we believe, 
have not yet been chosen. Few compe- 
tent observers of political progress in the 
island have confidence in thé present ca- 
pacity of the Cuban people for stable 
self-government. Already a strong party 
there demands immediate annexation and 
appears to desire the failure of the new 
Government in order that it may come 
the quicker. In this country there is no 
evidence of any disposition to disregard 
the pledges of the Teller resolution, ill- 
advised as they are now seen to have 
been. If Cuba comes to us she must come 
by the freely expressed will of her own 
people or after a demonstration of their 
inability to take care of themselves as 
an independent nation. Meanwhile, the 
most urgent question before Congress 
and the Administration is the teduction 
of the duties on Cuban sugar to a level 
which will permit the profitable market- 
ing of the product in this country. As 
trustee having the island in charge we 
cannot without National disgrace with- 
hold the commercial privileges which 
alone can save Cuba from ruin and 
starvation. 


There has been no chéck to the abound- 
ing prosperity of the United States save 
in the loss last Summer of substantially 
one-half of our promised corn crop. It 
is questioned in corfservative circles 
whether this loss of $400,000,000 in our 
chief agricultural product will not during 
the coming year make itself felt in a dim-« 
inution of the purchasing power of the 
farmers in the West. The year 1901 saw 
the great United States Steel Corpora- 
tion come into existence, the biggest of 
all “industriais’’ and the world’s firat 
billion-dollar corporation. At the close 
of the year came the collapse of the As- 
phait Trust, affording a wholesome les- 
son to the promoters of industrial con- 
solidations and to investors in their se- 
curities. Probably no “ trust" was ever 
organized in bolder defiance of the nat- 
ural laws of the financial world. The two 
most notable events in Wall Street were 
the Northern Pacific panic of last May 
and the Amalgamated Copper specula- 
ticn. Both were dangerous, and if there 
still be some lingering doubt whether the 
first was disgraceful there can be no 
question whatever that the second was 
Piratical and shameless. The dread of a 
renewal of a struggle for railroad control 
in the Northwest still affects the finan- 
cial community, and the bear speculation 
in Amalgamated Copper shares has not 
yet come to an end. 


Two things that in high degree tend to 
promote human advancement and the 
ends of civilization during the past year 
are the princely benefactions of ANDREW 
CARNBGIB and the organization of the 
permanent Board of Arbitration for the 
peaceful settlement of differences be- 
tween employers and the employéd. The 
gifts of Mr. CaRNeGcig during the year 
1901, including $10,000,000 to the Scottish 
universities, $10,000,000 to the United 
States for a National university, $7,000,- 
000 for a technical institute in Pittsburg, 
$5,000,000 for libraries in the City of New 
York, $4,000,000 to former Carnegie em- 
ployés, and a multitude of gifts to towns 
and cities for public libraries, foot up 
$40,000,000, a larger sum than has ever 
been given away by any other one man 
for public purposes. Perhaps we should 
mention here MARCONI's transmission of 
electrical signals across the ocean with- 
out wires as one of the notable achieve- 
ments of the year. 


England during the year has lost her 
Queen by death, coming as the peaceful 
end of a fortunate reign of unusual 
length, and the United States its Presi- 
dent by the hand of an Anarchist as- 
sassin. The recovery of this Nation from 
the shock and disturbance incident to 
the death of President MCKINLEY was re- 
markably rapid and complete. ' Public 
confidence was promptly restored by the 
words of President 
ROoBsEVELT on taking office, and his an- 
nual message and the course of his Ad- 
ministration during its first three months 
have strengthened and confirmed the 
trust of the people. v 

The overthrow of Tammany and the 
preparations therefor have occupied the 
time and thoughts of the people of this 
city during fully half the year. We do 
not yet justly measure or prize, and we 
shall not until the administration of 
SeTH Low has fairly begun its work, the 
blessings and good fortune the people of 
this city invoked for themselves on Nov. 
5. If anything could make us forget the 
abominations of Tammany Government 
it will be the good results to come from 
the direction of the business of the city 
by so capable a Mayor as Mr. Low. 
GERMANY AND THE MONROE DOC- 

TRINE. 

The Monroe doctrine will before long 
be a hundred years of age. It owes its 
genesis to the author of the Declaration 
of Independence, of which it may be re- 
garded as a corollary; only its promulga- 
tion to the President whose name it 
bears. It is as curious as gratifying 
that, at the beginning of the twentieth 
century, it should have won one of the 
most remarkable of its triumphs. The 
triumph is the recognition of it, for the 
first time, by a Continental Power as 
something to be reckoned with and re- 
spected. Tine Power in question happens 
te be one which was not thought of as a 
porsible world Power by any one of the 
Governments forming the Holy Alli- 
ance, of which the acts drew out the 
original declaration of Monroe, although 
the King of Prussia was one of the allies. 
It was half a century later that the 
Kingdom of Prussia was enlarged into 
the Fmoire of Germany, and yeers later 
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still before Germany began to be a col- 
orizing and politically expanding Power. 
The most grievous infraction of the 

Monroe doctrine that has ever been 

threatened was doubtless the attempt of 

Lovis NAPoLgon, taking advantage of 

our domestic difficulties, to seat an Aus- 

trian Archduke on a throne erected upon 
the ruins of the Republic of Mexico and 
held in place by French bayonets. The 
attempt seemed feasible at the beginning 
of the crisis of the civil war, when it was 
made. But "neither in his protest then, 
nor in his peremptory order to quit, made 
after the civi] war was over, did Mr. 
SEWARD invoke the doctrine. He ordered 
the French out and they went, because 
he knew and they knew that there were 
available half a million or more of the 
most experienced soldiers then in the 
world, ready and very willing to turn 
against a foreign enemy arms that had 

Bo lately been turned against one an- 

other. It was not the French recognition 

of the: Monroe doctrine; it was the 

French recognition of “force majeure” 

that induced Bazainer not to stand upon 

the order of his going when he was or- 
dered out of Mexico. 
The one anomaly, from the point of 
view of the Monroe doctrine, that we 
have permitted to stand was our agree- 
ment with Great Britain, by the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, to admit her to an equal 
partnership with ourselves, in some af- 
fairs of the Isthmus, that has now, with 
the free and friendly assent of Great 
Britain, been removed. We reserved the 
case of the Monroe doctrine in our assent 
to the conclusions of The Hague Confer- 
ence, but the reservation committed no- 
body but ourselves. We have not hereto- 
fore secured, from any Continental Pow- 
er, such a recognition of our right to be 
consulted in respect to its course toward 
any of the republics to the south of us 
as we have now secured from the suc- 
cessor of one of the Powers which con- 
stituted the Holy Alliance of 1823. The 
declaration then made, that the Ameri- 
can continents were “ henceforth not to 
be considered as subjects for coloniza- 
tion by any Buropean Powers,” we have 
always maintained. And it is a conse- 
quence of this declaration that we should 
reserve the right to determine for our- 
selves whether any kind or degree of 
coercion which a European Power under- 
takes to exercise upon any American 
Power comes within the scope of our 
prohibition. Just as we should not un- 
dertake to collect debts from Turkey, for 
example, by the bombardment of a Turk- 
ish port, without taking the opinion of 
the “concert of Europe,"’ so no such pro- 
cedure should be resorted to by a Euro- 
pean monarchy against an American re- 
public without previous notice to us and 
assent by us. 

While we have always maintained this 
principle, we have not gained for it, until 
now, the assent of any Continental Pow- 
er. Even in the Venezuelan boundary 
question Lord SaLisBuRY by no means 
gfanted the full extent of our contention, 
but rather, while distinguishing at some 
length as to the exact scope of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, evaded the main question. 
The conduct of Great Britain on that oc- 
casion was distinctly a less full and ex- 
plicit recognition of our rights in the 
premises than Germany has now given, 
thanks to the friendly and discreet atti- 
tude of the Imperial Government and of 
its Ambassador at Washington. This ac- 
tion, coupled with Dr. von HOoLLEBEN’s 
previous frank and spontaneous disclaim- 
er, on the part of his Government, of any 
purpose of acquiring even a coaling sta- 
tion in Central or South America, forms 
a precedent which may become of great 
value and importance. It constitutes one 
of the diplomatic successes of which, as 
Mr. Hay has reminded us, it is forbidden 
to him to boast, but whieh it is all the 
more needful that his countrymen should 
gratefully acknowledge. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY PHILBIN. 

As THE TIMES was among those who 
could not at the time approve of the re- 
moval of District Attorney GARDINER for 
the reasons assigned, | and as it was 
forced to describe the appointment of 
Mr. PHILBIN as something of an experi- 
ment, it takes particular pleasure in say- 
ing that the experiment has been ex- 
tremely successful. Mr. PuHiLBin has 
conducted the very difficult and delicate 
work of his office with surprising effi- 
ciency, when we consider that he came 
to it with no direct experience and with 
no specia! knowledge of its duties. 

He has been faithful, careful, prudent, 
energetic, and courageous, and he has 
united with these qualities singular dig- 
nity and modesty. Probably the most 
impressive portion of his achievement 
has been in connection with the Police 
Department. Of this there have been two 
divisions, one his labors in connection 
with the Committee of Fifteen and like 
organizations, to do that which the police 
ought to have done, and the other his pa- 
tlent and effective efforts to secure the 
punishment of police officers who have 
been guilty of willful neglect of duty. 
The former required tact and judgment 
as well as resolution and enterprise, and 
wceuld easily have failed in the hands of 
a man more desirous of notoriety than of 
doing his full duty and doing it weil. The 
latter presented still more marked diffi- 
culties, for it is not to be denied that the 
prosecution of police neglect was artfully 
and stubbornly opposed by a very nu- 
merous and powerful body of men in and 
out of office who profited by that neg- 
lect. These men were engaged in what 
amounted to a conspiracy, and never in 
the history of a great city were conspira- 
ters apparently more secure against ex- 
pesure and punishment. But the courts 
were sound, and with an able and deter- 
mined man in the office of prosecuting 
attorney the force of the law and justice 
was proved ample to begin and carry 
well forward the work of purification. It 
will undoubtedly be continued. 

There is much besides in the adminis-

CONTROLDER COLER. 

With the retirement of Controller 
CoLeErR from office, the City of New York 
loses a brave and faithful finencial offi- 
cer. 

At one of the first meetings of the Board 

of Estimate and Apportionment which he 
attended the Controller tripped up a Uttle 
“routine” resolution introduced by the 
Mayor, permitting the contractor for one 
of the large bridges over the Harlem to 
substitute for the stone specified a 
cheaper stone, which would have saved 
him $228,000. Soon thereafter began 
the struggle which has been continuous, 
and from which the Controller emerged 
triumphant .at every stage, to the great 
disconcertment of the Tammany expo- 
nents of commercialism in politics. He 
promptly put an end to the employment 
of counsel to facilitate claims awaiting 
settlement in the Controller's office, 
which was merely an expedient for con- 
tinuing the levy of a toll of 10 to 20 per 
cent. on the city’s disbursements. The 
time for settling claims not in dispute 
was shortened from forty to ten days, 
under'a system which enabled the Con- 
troller to follow every voucher and know 
on whose desk it had rested, thus putting 
an end to a system of petty blackmail 
all along the line. He reformed the sys- 
tem of charitable appropfiations, to the 
advantage of the city and the ultimate 
satisfaction of every one in interest. He 
overthrew the most dangerous conspir- 
acy ever organized against one in his 
position, involving the right of the Cor- 
poration Counsel to commit the city to 
unlimited financial obligations by the 
confession of judgment for large 
amounts, as had been the permitted 
custom in the case of amounts too small 
to warrant litigation. Into the pit he 
had digged for the Controller the Cor- 
poration Counsel himself fell. Mr. 
Couer’s fight against the Ramapo job, 
undertaken after a majority of the Board 
of Public Improvements had pledged 
themselves to execute the Ramapo con- 
tract, was a splendid and disinterested 
public service. Of the same character, 
but less picturesque, was his official 
resistance to the scheme to build the 
West Street elevated freight railroad 
without adequate compensation to the 
city for the franchise. He is also en- 
titled to great credit for his work in un- 
earthing the scandals of the Fire De- 
partment and exposing the corrupt col- 
lusion between SCANNELL and MARKS. 
These are a few of the many fights 
which have made Mr. CoLerR’s adminis- 
tration memorable. In constructive work 
he has also accomplished important re- 
sults, which have greatly facilitated and 
safeguarded the public business, and 
from which his official successor will de- 
rive great adventage. The work of the 
Controller's office has been reformed in 
many important particulars. The city’s 
contract obligations are known, its prop- 
erty is inventoried, its bills, if extrava- 
gant, may. be “held up” without proof 
of fraud; the county debts have been re- 
moved as obstructions to the extension 
of the city’s indebtedness, thus rendering 
rapid transit possible without *‘opping 
everything else, and a hundred minor rv- 
forms have been introduced which are of 
vastly greater significance than the pub- 
lic has understood or appreciated. 

Mr. CoLer retires from prblic life with 
the record of an arduous ad:ninistration, 
of inflexible personal and official hon- 
esty, and of useful things accomplished. 
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MR. GUGGENHEIMER. 

Mr. GUGGENHEIMER, late President of 
the Council of this municipality, is one 
of. a few members of the outgoing City 
Government—to ‘be exact, one of two— 
who take out of office more and better 
reputations than they took in. Mr. Gua- 
GENHEIMER was very little known to the 
majority of his fellow-citizens when he 
took office. It was reasonably expected 
by those who did not know him that he 
would turn out to be what Mr. WHEELER 
H. PECKHAM describes as a “common 
Tammany rascal.” But everybody knows 
him now, and knows him to be nothing of 
the sort. He has been, without excep- 
tion, so far as we recall or believe, on the 
right and decent and civilised side of 
every question that has been brought to 
his official notice. His deserts are par- 
ticularly great in the matter of the Na- 
val Arch, as all the artists concerned in 
its erection will cheerfully testify. A 
common Tammany rascal in his place 
would have asked himself, when such a 
project was brought to him, where he 
personally “ came in."" Mr. GUGGENHEIM- 
ER saw, without being told, where the 
city came in, He undertook the munici- 
pal side of the project, and got through 
such small appropriation as was needed, 
an appropriation for which the city got 
as “good value’ as for any municipal 
expenditure made in his official term. 

There were other occasions on which 
his good will and his efficiency were con- 
spicuous, but upon this occasion they 
were very conspicuous. His services 
might very fitly have been recognized 
by the compliment to him, on the part of 
the Fine Arts Commission, of naming 
him as one of the possible lay members 
of the Art Commission, and on the part 
of Mayor Low by appointing him. But of 
more value than such a compliment 
ought to be and doubtless is to him the 
knowledge that his fellow-citizens think 
well of him, in spite of his four years’ 
service in a Tammany Government, and 
unite in wishing him a Happy New Year. 


JANUARY INTEREST AND DIVIDEND 
DISBURSEMENTS. 

Interest and dividend disbursements 
are scheduted for January to the amount 
of $132,800,000. This is the largest dis- 
bursement ever reported for one month, 
and indicates better than any other sta- 


tistics could the very satisfactory condl- 
tion of general business. 
An analysis of the schedule shows that 


of the amount named interest on railroad 


bonds represents $48,711,400; on miscel-, 


laneous bonds, $14,618,222; on municipal 
bonds, $10,000,000. Of the dividends due 
there will be paid on railroad stocks $23,- 
692,548; on the stocks of industrials, $18,- 
151,132: on mining stocks, $2,538,887; on 
the stocks of banks and trust companies, 
$8,000,000; on traction, telegraph, gas, 
‘&c., $7,021,497. 

It is a safe prediction that rates in the 
money market will remain firm during 
the disbursement period, but that imme- 
diately thereafter they will become very 
easy. The arrangements necessary to 
catry out this extensive scheme of set- 
tlements have been made and no disturb- 
ance of any kind is anticipated.

_TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—One must assume the existence of a 
sociological fourth dimension in dealing 
with an episode like that recorded in the 
special dispatch from Newport News wrich 
we published yesterday. To rehearse the 
facts briefly, a young man in a state of 
alcoholic exhilaration, while passing the 
house of relatives of a young woman who 
had rejected his suit, was suddenly over- 
come by the memory of his woes and pro- 
ceeded to bombard the house with flower 
pots, shells, and other convenient missiles 
found in the front yard. He broke four 
windows and certain transoms. Meanwhile 
a telephone message informed the owner 
of the house of what was going on and 
he started for the scene of action. Before 
reaching it, he met the bombarder in the 
custody of a policeman, quietly on the way 
to the lock-up. Instantly the man whose 
windows had been broken whipped out @ 
revolver and fired four times, one bullet 
inflicting a slight wound on the police- 
man and another fatally injuring the help- 
less prisoner. So far there is nothing par- 
ticularly mysterious in the story; it is the 
subsequent proceedings that took place in 
the fourth dimension. The man who did 
the shooting was taken to jail, but promi- 
nent citizens of the town rushed to his as- 
sistance, and before night he was out on 
$20,000 bail, his bond having been signed 
by nine of the P. C.’s, who were much en- 
vied by others who didn’t arrive in time to 
get their names on. Incidentally, repre- 
sentatives of the victim’s family formally 
announced through a lawyer that they 
approved of the man who used the revolver 
and the victim himself used a good part, 
of what little strength he had left in ex- 
pressing a desire to shake hands with the 
shooter! If these are all the facts, and the 
dispatch did not hint at the existence of 
any more, such proceedings are more than 
astounding—they are supernatural, hyper- 
geometrical, impossible. They do not pre- 
sent themselves as a problem to be solved, 
but simply as words giving a sort of ex- 
pression to unthinkable ideas and con- 


cepts. 


—wWell-deserved attention is called by 
The Electrical Review to an industrial ex- 
periment now going on in the machine 
shops of the Bethlehem Steel Works, and 
fully described by Mr. H. L. Gantt of 
that company in a recent address delivered 
before the Society of Mechanical Engineers. 
It seems that when a piece of work is sent 
to the shops the man who ts to do it re- 
ceives a carefully prepared chart giving 
him minute instructions as to the best 
methods of performance and a careful esti- 
mate of the time the job ought to take. 
The man is paid a definite day rate for 
his work, but in addition, if he follows 
instructions and keeps within the allotted 
time, he gets a substantial bonus, and the 
foremen also receive a bonus proportional 
to the number of men earning extra com- 
pensation. ‘‘ This system,"’ says The Elec- 
trical Review, '* combines in every piece of 
work the best knowledge that can be 
brought to bear on it, together with the 
highest degree of mechanical skill in its 
performance. The moral effect upon the 
men was excellent, and the percentage of 
errors in machining was at once material- 
ly reduced. The condition of the tools was 
improved, while the amount of time taken 
to do various pieces of work was reduced 
to an extraordinary degree. For example, 
the time on a locomotive driving axle, for- 
merly rated at six and one-half hours, has 
been reduced to one and one-half hours.” 
The effect upon output was even more re- 
markabie. Beginning with the month of 
March, in which the system was intro- 
duced, the monthly output of the shop in- 
creased from a figure for the first month 
25 per cent. greater than the average for 
the preceding year, until in July the shop 
was turning out more than twice as much 
work as it had ever done before. And the 
education of the men which is accom- 
plished by the system Is said to be of even 
more general and particular value. 


— Foreign comment on the dress and 
bearing of our soldiers, as seen by the 
commentators in the course of the Chi- 
nese relief expedition, seems to have ex- 
cited something very much like ire in the 
breast of Major WILLIAM H. ARTHUR, an 
army surgeon now in Manila. At any rate, 
it has prompted him to exercise his very 
considerable talents as a caricaturist in the 
production of a most amusing series of 
pictures which are reproduced in The Jour- 
nal of the Military Service Institution, and 
which are calculated to give keen pain to 
the critical warriors of several European 
nations. Each picture is an outline sketch 
of one or two soldiers, somewhat cruelly 
exaggerating the peculiarities, now of Ger- 
man drill, now of French slovenliness, now 
of British uniforms, and in conclusion. pre- 
senting the American private, of extremely 
businhesslike bearing, even if neither his 
face nor his dress does show great regar' 
for the regulations. Under each ur the 
foreign groups is an inscription to the ef- 
fect that though the wild Americens can 
fight well enough, their appearance on pa- 
rade or on the march is simply s) ocking 
The hits are all excellent—bull’s- yes, in 
fact—but wasn't it a trifle rash fo* Major 
ARTHUR to make, and for The Jo irnal to 
publish, such things? These be da ’s when 
men in the service cannot be toc careful 
about the opinions they express. ne per- 
son gets thrown out into the dar ¢mess of 
civilian life without a moment's warning 
for saying things which he has e ery rea- 
son to think will be intensely pl asing to 
the powers, while another who doe: the op- 
posite gets a letter that would +::orch an 
iceberg. It remains to be seen w iether or 
not it is safe to make fun of oreigners 
to whom fighting ability is less .mportant 
in a soldier, or at least less noti-ed, than 
the maintenance of straight ranis or the 
proper roll of a hat brim. And even an 
outsider can venture to remind th» humor- 
ous Major that the American sold ar needs 
no encouragement in carelessness, ind that 
though he has only the faults of his virtues, 
they are still faults and not virtue +.

THE “REBUKE” TO GEN. MILES. 


From The Army and Navy Journal. 

It is certain that military men have been 
left free to express at least their compH- 
mentary opinions of others, even to the ex- 
tent of publishing resolutions of approval 
and the presentation of various tangible 
tokens of esteem. If a different rule is to 
prevail in the future, and a more severe 
penalty is to be imposed than the one ap- 
parently intended, it would seem that some 
more appropriate method might be found 
for making the fact known, than by the 
open rebuke through the public press, by a 
civilian Secretary, of an officer of long and 
distinguished service who, by virtue of his 
position, represents the honor and dignity 
of the military service. 

By Article 898 of Regulations, punishment 
for light offenses is limited to the censure 
of the commanding officer and a reprimand, 
such as has been administered to the Lieu- 
tenant General, can only be administered 
on the verdict of a court-martial, as it is 
a distinct and well-defined punishment for 
specially named offenses. Even a non-com- 
missioned officer is under the protection of 
Article 256, which directs officers to be 
cautious in reproving him in the presence 
or hearing of private soldiers. Is it not in- 
cumbent that at least equal consideration 
should be shown to the officer command- 
— in the presence of his military inferiors? 

here is a general misunderstanding by 
men not trained to the milita service. 
and familiar with its system of checks and 
balances, as to the extent and Nmitation of 
the seemingly arbitary authority of a mili- 
tary commander. They appear to overlook 
the fact that courtesy and consideration 
for others are the foundations of military 
discipline equally with justice, and that 
these are binding upon the highest as well 
as upon the lowest. That there may be no 
misunderstanding as to this, in the very 
forefront of the Regulations (Articles 2-4) 
these principles are declared: 

** Military authority will be exercised with 
firmness and justice. Punishment must 
conform to law and superiors are forbid- 
den to injure those under their authority 
by tyrannical or capricious conduct, or by 
abusive language. Courtesy among military 
men its indispensable to discipline."’ 

The smart of a public rebuke is very 
severe in the case of a military man, and 
the bestowal of it should be reserved as @ 
punishment for some flagrant offense duly 
determined by the verdict of a court-mar- 
tial. Experience may thicken the hides of 
men who, in order to obtain promotion 
through the suffrage, are obliged to run 
the gauntlet of unlimited criticism and 
abuse, but God forbid that this should ever 
be true of military men, or that the time 
should ever come when they were not ready 


to say: 
= Better to die ten thousand deaths, 
Than wound my honor.”

BARNARD WORKS HARD 
TO RAISE BIG FUND 


if College Secures $80,000 by To- 
day It Will Get $400,000. 


John D. Rockefeller Offered $200,000 on 
Condition that Like Amount Was 
Collected Otherwise. 


Uniess Barnard College gets $90,000 within 
the twenty-four hours ending to-night, that 
institution will lose gifts which, with this 
neede® $80,000, amount to $400,000. 

Either the college will receive $200,000 
from John D. Rockefeller and an equal 
amount from other contributors or it will 


get nothing. 

Mr. Rockefeller made his offer of $200,000 
to George A. Plimpton, the Treasurer of 
Barnard, last Summer, and made his gift 
conditional upon the raising of a similar 
sum by the college from other cources by 
Jan. 1. Up to yesterday morning, $110,000 
had been raised, and $10,000 more was se- 
cured yesterday. Mr. Plimpton has been 
using every personal effort to get the need- 
ed subscriptions. 

Most of the day yesterday he was down 
town in the financial district, and when he 
returned to his own office, at 70 Fifth Ave- 
nue, he said that, while he had not given 
up hope, the success of the effort seemed 
doubtful. 

“You cannot tell, of course,” he added, 
“because the unexpected sonietimes hap- 
pens. Eighty thousand dollars is still need- 
ed, and the prospect is not bright for suc- 
cess in the effort.’’ - 

Mr. Plimpton, when asked if any step 
would be taken to get an extension of time 
from Mr. Rockefeller, said that nothing for 
the best interests of the college would be 
left undone, but that he could hardly be 
expected to say whether an extension would 
be possible. 

In a statement sent out to get subscrip~- 
tions for this purpose, Mr. Plimpton said: 

“ Barnard College is no longer an experl- 


ment. A college of the first rank aod 

member of one of our oldest universities, 
it has already proved its usefulness to our 
city, and has filled its nt buildings to 
Before 1 not an institu- 
tion offering women a college education 
existed in the City of New York. Barnard 
is now the only institution for the college 
bp of women in a population of 

In the case of nearly all of Mr. Rocke-| 
feller's donations to educational institu- 
tions, he has pursued the plan of making 
his gifts conditional upon the raising of 
additional sums from other sources. The 
one conspicuous exception he has made tu 
this rule has been in his gifts to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Once before Barnard College received an 
offer of a large endowment gift on condi- 
tion that the institution ra a certain 
other large sum by a fixed date. 

On Sept. 30, 1898, Treasurer Plimpton re- 
ceived a letter containing an offer of $10u,- 
000, provided the debt of the college be 
wiped out by the night of Oct. 3. The 
amount required to be raised in such a lim- 
ited time was $56,900, and one of the inter- 
vening days was Sunday. The college had 
for some time been burdened with a debt 
of $130,000. The movement to extinguish it 
was begun on Jan. 25, 1898, in a letter by 
ex-Mayor Abram 8S. Hewitt as Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees, to Mr. Plimpton, 
sug esting that an ap be made to the 
public te contribute $100,000. 

Up te Sept. 30, $73,100 had been subscribed 
to retire the indebtedness. One gift of 
$25,000 from Mcs. A. A. Anderson, who two 
years before had ven the dormitory 
known as Millbank Hall, was made on con- 
dition that the colle be out of debt Oct. 
3. Another, of $10,000, by John D. Rocke- 
feller, was conditional upon $90,000 being 
raised by Oct. 3. So that the present offer 
is Mr. Rockefeller’s second conditional! offer 
to Barnard. 

The last $6,000 of the remaining $56,») 
to o Barnard out of debt and to insure the 
additional endowment offer of $100,000 wa- 
received by Mr. Plimpton almost at th.

The sum of $42,280 was added yesterday 
to the jubilee fund of $1,000,000 which the 
International Committee of the Young 
Men's Christian Association is hoping to 
complete to-night. Pledges and subscrip- 
tions to the amount of $788,750 have been 
received up to this time. Willis E. Longee, 
the Business Secretary of the International ” 
Committee of North America, went home 
last evening confident that $11,000 would 
come in before the New Year chimes rang 
out the old year. The sum of $200,000 
would then have to be raised to-day to com- 
plete the $1,000,000 endowment fund. Rich-

“The position taken by Dr. Mathews is 
@ very broad and comprehensive one, and 
it is impossible to say at this time what its 
ultimate outcome may be in the way of its 
application to practical therapeutics. At 
this stage it could hardly be considered im- 
portant except in establishing a general 
principle in outlining further work and ex- 
periment." 

Dr. W. J. Gies, instructor in Physiolog- 
ieul Chemistry in the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, has known Dr. Mathews for 
a long time, and said yesterday that the 
generalizations of the latter were important 
and ingenious. ; 

“Tt will clear up mysteries connnected 
with the functions of the nerves,”’ said Dr. 
Gies, “and should bear on the whole ques- 
tion of the relation of the nerves to the 
rest of the body. This theory will go a long 
way to explain the changes that take place 
in the nerves when a man becomes intox- 
icated or the neural changes that account 
for the effects of anaesthetics. It may be 
regarded as one of the most important ven- 
eralizations in biology made during recent 
years." 

Among the things which the theory of 
Dr. Mathews is held to explain are nerve 
and muscle stimulus, transmission of 
nerve influence, muscular contraction and 
expansion. the heart beat, the operation of 
anaesthetics, and the phenomena of intox- 
feation, and, as carried into a _ further 
branch of experiment by Prof. Loeb, it is 
concerned with the mystery of death. 

DR. MATHEWS'S SUMMARY. 

Dr. Mathews summarizes his discoveries 
fn fourteen varagraphs. These, pub- 
lished by The New York Sun in a dispatch 
from Chicago morning, are as 
follows: 

First—Motor nerves contain or consist of a 
Collodial solution the colloidal particles of which 
carry positive electrical charges. 

Second—Nerve protoplasm is stimulated by the 
passage of the colloidal particles from a _ con- 
@ition of a solution to that of gelation, or jelly- 
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Third—This change is brought about by the ac- 
tion of ions, electrically charged atoms or groups 
of atoms, which bear negative charges The 
stimulating action of any chemical compound de- 
pends on these negative charges. These ions 
(anions) having one charge, are less efficient 
than those with two or three. In other words. 
the stimulating action of any ion is proportional 
to the number of negative charges ft bears. 

Fourth—The colloidal particles of the nerves 
are held in solution by positively charged ions, 
sodium, potassium. calcium, hydrogen, &c., and 
the effectiveness of these jons in preventing stim- 
ulation varies directly with the number of posi- 
tive charges they bear. A one-charzed ton, such 
@s sodium, is less poisonous than a three-charged, 
such as iron. 

Fifth—By these facts chemical stimulation is 
shown to be identical with electrical. Whenever 
in any part of a nerve negative charges are in 
excess the nerve is stimulated, that is, the col- 
loids pass from a solution to a jelly. The stim- 
ulus always arises at the cathode or negative 
electrode. 

Sixth—The irritability of a nerve is diminished 
whenever the solution of the colloids is rendered 
more permanent. It increases as the nerve ap- 
proaches the gelation § state All positively 
charged ions thus diminish irritability, negative 
increase it. This explains electrotonus, as the 
irritability of the nerve is increased near the 
cathode and reduced at the anode. 

Seventh—Heat diminishes the irritability of 
th: nerve by rendering the solution more stable; 
cold increases it by rendering it less stable. At 
high temperatures gelation takes place and the 
nerve is stimulated. 

Eighth—The nerve is stimulated mechanically 
because the colloidal particles are forced to- 
ether. As they coalesce their surface becomes

Culture, 
refinement, the keen sense and ahility to 
separate the dross from the real gold in 
those figures set up to represent life—these 
qualifications are inborn to few, and sel- 
dom if ever ecquired by the many. But 
that there may be a public surfeit has been 
demonstrated so often and with such 
marked emphasis that it may be taken as 
almost axiomatic. 

And, therefore, it was decidedly agreeable 
to find in a theatre where ‘ The Marriage 
Game” evoked but scant enthusiasm, a 
large audience keenly receptive and warmly 
demonstrative over such an offering as 
Mr. Boker's tragedy of ‘Francesca da 
Rimini.”’ 

It is but fitting, in considering the claims 
of the present actor in the part of Lanciotr 
to, to pause for a moment in memory of 
him with whom the present generation has 
long associated it. In recalling Mr. Bar- 
rett’s chief claims to distinction therein 
there is much to remember, apart from that 
which would apply to all 
ennobling acholartiness which has left its 
effect even to the present time for what is 
American drama.

in this city. 

If Mr. Skinner's presentation of the rdle

Dr. Guil- 
foyle states that the births are lower than 
Jast year, and he claims that this is proba- 
bly due to the negligence of some doctors 
and midwives who, he says, have failed to 
report births.

The vear 1901 shows a decrease of about 
6% per cent. from the previous year. The 
general prosperity of the country is re- 
flected jn the increased number of mar- 
riages.
